- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative contacted the Examiner to discuss the 
aforementioned claims in view of the cited references. Applicant's Representative argued, with regard to claim 1 that 
Pates did not show the facing strip C contacting the first and second plates A at "lateral edges" of the facing strip'c 
The Examiner respectfully disagreed and reasoned that Pates could be read as such under the broadest reasonable 
interpretation of the claim. Applicant suggested language that would further define said "lateral edges" and the 
Examiner agreed that this would overcome the Pates reference but that further search and consideration would be 
necessary upon amendment. As to claims 2-3, Applicant's Representative argued that element B in Pates could not be 
considered a "bracket" within the common meaning of the term (an L-shaped support, one leg of which is attached to a 
vertical surface and the other leg of which supports a shelf or the like). The Examiner agreed but noted that Applicant's 
proposed amendment to the language of claim 1 would overcome Pates in and of itself. As to claim 20 Applicant's 
Representative similarly proposed amended claim language that would distinguish over Bateman but was again 
informed that further search and consideration would be required. 
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
